An Evening With Bud Ekins 


By Ron Schneider 


None of motorcycling’s heroes are 
very well known by the non-motorcycling 
public, We don’t have a DiMaggio, a 
Snead, a Louis, or even a Junior Johns- 
ton. But the one man who really comes 
closest is undoubtedly Bud Ekins, His 
fame does not come from the fact that 
he was one of the first Americans to 
compete in motocross (and on equal 
terms with the Europeans) nor from the 
fact that he was the organizer of 
America’s first Six Days Trial Team 
and the most successful trialer this 
country has produced (4 gold medals, 1 
silver medal, in seven tries). No, his 
fame comes from the fact that heassoci- 
ates with Michael Parks and Steve Mc 
Queen, doing the difficult stunt work in 
shows like *The Great Escape," 
*'Bullitt,'" and ''Then Came Bronson." 

Recently Bud was asked to again re- 
present the U.S, in the Six Days Trials, 
this time as Captain of the first official 
Trophy team, (In the past we have had 
“Vase” teams because of a ruling, now 
changed, that a Trophy team had to be 
mounted on motorcycles manufactured 
in its own country, Although the com- 
petition is the same for both the '** Vase" 
teams and the Trophy teams, the Trophy 
team competition isthe moreimportant,) 
The selection of Bud to Captain the 
Trophy team was not made easily, Bud is 
40 years old and no longer active in any 
kind of motorcycle competition. 

There was also the question of whether 
he would be willing and able to devote 
sufficient time to the project. Besides 
his movie work, Bud runs his own Tri- 
umph dealership in Sherman Oaks, drives 
a race car in off-road competition, and 
collects antique motorcycles. Quite a 
full life, 

Sincel was not at the meeting, I don't 
know exactly what transpired, but I do 
know that three hours of heated argument 
was resolved by the selection of Bud to be 
the team captain, It was also decided that 
the Trophy team would be mounted on 
Husqvarnas, I arranged for an interview 
with Bud to talk about the Trials, 

Bud Ekins has a large, very nicely 
decorated home in the Hollywood Hills, 
I was met at the door by Bud’s wife, 
Betty, his two little girls, oneof their 
friends, and, I believe, a dog. Somewhat 
overwhelmed, I introduced myself and 
was soon led to Bud, who was ensconced 
on the patio. Naturally, Itoo was wonder- 
ing if Bud Ekins would be capable of 
leading our Trophy team inacreditable 
fashion, First impressions werenotpar- 
ticularly encouraging. Apart from the 
fact that Bud is a fairly heavy smoker, 
drinks a bit, and was a little paunchy, 
there was this feeling—here is aguy who 
has got it made. He has money, a beauti- 
ful home, nice family, good business, a 
degree of fame, some importantfriends, 
and four gold medals, He doesn't even 
have anything to prove; he's already done 
it. I began to wonder why he had even 
accepted the spot. 


I began asking Bud what he was going 
to do in the way of training for the trials, 
“ Nothing,” he said. I didn’t really believe 
that, and I kept coming back to the 
question in various forms throughout the 
evening. Finally Bud told me thathe plan- 
ned to do two hours of hard, continuous 
riding around a scrambles course every 
night after work for a month before the 
trials. I asked if he thought this was suf- 
ficient to get in shape for the trials, but 
before he could answer, his wife broke 


“is mostly to get really familiar with the 
bike,” 

Its no secret that Bud likes the big 
four strokes, particularly the Triumph 
twins, At one point in the evening he in- 
dicated that he thought the best possible 
off-road motorcycle (and the only one 
capable of beating the cars in the Baja 
race) was the Cheney frame with a Tri- 
umph engine, Knowing this, I asked him 
the slightly loaded question, ‘‘What do you 
think of the bike selected for you to ride,

in with, ** What do you mean get in shape? 
Do you know that every one of those 
directors on the Bronson show has some 
mudhole or swamp picked out, and every 
one of them wanted Bud to push that 
Sportster outofthehole?''Since pushing 
a Sportster off the center stand makes 
you a good bet for a heart transplant, I 
decided Bud was probably in pretty good 
shape after all. ‘‘The practice,’’ he said,

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the Husky?” With no hesitation at all, 
Bud replied, ‘‘It’s a good bike, it’s abso- 
lutely reliable," A little surprised, I 
asked if he would be riding the 360 Sports- 
man. “No, I’m going to ride the 400 
Cross,” he said. ‘Domt you think that 
might have a little more power than is 
desirable?” I asked. Bud grinned and 
said, “No two-stroke has too much 
power,’ 

I next broached the question of possible 
modifications. ‘‘I don’t know,’’ Bud said, 
“But before we go I’m going to ask 
Malcolm Smith, He’s absolutely straight 
and he knows. Whatever he says is weak 
we'll fix, I think we might want an extra 
coil mounted on the bike or in our pockets, 
but I don't know of anything else." 

We moved onto the question of the other 
team members, Several of them Budhad 
never heard of, Only one, Malcolm Smith, 
really commanded his respect, ‘‘We 
ought to have LeRoy Winters on the 
Trophy team," Bud remarked. I sug- 
gested that there might be a conflict be- 
cause of Winters’ commitment to the 
Penton motorcycle, ‘‘Yeah, I suppose 
S0," Bud said, *butLeRoy's really good. 
He's missed a Gold several times on 
things that are really flukes,’’ I men- 
tioned that Jeff Penton, the only Penton 
on the Trophy team, was probably good; 
that he had just won his class in the 
Greenhorn. ‘Yeah, but he’s just like his 
dad,’’ Bud replied, ‘‘he can’t see a motor- 
cycle without trying to pass it.’ 

‘Maybe that will be an asset in the 
special tests," I suggested. 

“If we could just finish with all Golds 
we'd have a very good chance to win with- 
out doing anything spectacular on the 
special tests," Bud said, '*but that won't 
happen, We've probably got several hot- 
shot Eastern scramblers that won't fin- 
ish at all.” I must have looked somewhat 


skeptical, because he offered this ex- 
planation, ‘“Here’s what happens, The 
racer gets all caught up in excitement, 
crowds watching andallthat. He tries to 
pass someone who's really going fast 
enough and he crashes or hits a rock, 
Maybe he dents a rim, The next section, 
he gets a flat. Since he can't fix a flat 
quickly enough, he decides to ride on it 
to the next check, By then he’s lost some 
spokes or broken the hub and he’s out of 
it. Trouble snowballs very quickly,’ 

*How long does it take you to, change 
a tire?” 

*About four minutes on my Triumph, 
a few seconds longer on the Husky.’ Bud 
said matter of factly, ‘‘I’llprobably have 
to practice some to get my time down to 
that, but that's what it's got to be." 

“Sounds like you expect some flats,'* 
I remarked, 

“It’s a question of being prepared for 
those things that you can do something 
about.’ Bud replied, “I know I’ll have to 
change both tires and maybe fix a flat 
during the six days. I know P1 have to 
replace the chain and maybe fixit, Tires, 
no problem, Carry a tube, fix it. Chain, 
no problem. Carry anextra chain, smear 
it with graphite ateach check, Fixit when 
it breaks. Gearbox trouble, you're out. 
Clutch trouble, you're out. Ignition, may- 
be,‘ just maybe,’ you can fix it, Carbure- 
tor, maybe, Control cables, no problem, 
Fix it," 

“You’re talking about fixing these 
things, but what about time?” I asked. 

**You have to know just how much time 
you have at any given time, Sometimes 
you have to fix something on the spot. A 
tire you almost always fix, That's where 
judgment comes in, Sometimes you'll be 
in a tough section and you'1l know there's 
an easy one coming next that’ll give you 
time to make the repair, 

«I didn’t know there were any easy 
sections,’’ I quipped, 

Bud ignored the remarkand started off 
on something that he obviously consid- 
ered very important. ‘‘Most people don’t 
realize that the Six Days Trial is laid 
out by clubs over in Europe, just as the 
races and enduros are here, And just 
like over here most of the work is done 
by the older guys that have stuck with 
the sport for years and no longer com- 
pete themselves. Lots of times, what 
these older guys think is a really tough 
section is really nothing for a competent 
rider, Our guys go over there and think, 
*Oh , my gosh, Six Days Trials, Laid 
out by supermen, I'll never be able to 
finish on time," It's just not true, The 
Schedules are very realistic and the 
course is not impossible or anything 
close to it. The schedule for the entire 
six days is only about 28 mph,If you just 
Stop and remember that the course was 
laid out and ridden by men perhaps older 
and in worse shape than yourself then it 
becomes a lot easier. The other thing to 
remember is thatevery other competitor 
is riding the same sections youare and if 
the section really is too tough it'll be 
thrown out,’’ 

Bud’s wife handed me another drinkand 
I took a good swallow before asking the 
next question, ‘‘What about cheating?” 

I suppose I expected Bud to be embar- 
rassed or angry or something, but in 
fact the only emotion thatI observed was 
a little irritation at my naivete, 'Every- 
body cheats,” he said quietly, “but it’s 
only cheating when you get caught and 
it's proven, Every governmentand every 
manufacturer has a huge stake in the 
trials and each one is going to win if at 
all possible, Every one of the Trophy 
team riders will have a manager follow- 
ing him around with an overcoat stuffed 
with tools and parts. They'll have iden- 
tical bikes following the riders on the 
course so that if a part breaks, they can 
strip it off the other bike and fix the 
competition bike, If the rider gets caught 
they'll bring it up in the evening meeting. 
Then the rider's manager will defend 
him and try to disprove the charges. 
We'll have two' things going for us in 
those meetings, First, Edison Dye is 
very good at that political maneuvering. 
Second, we'll usually be sure of three 
votes -- England (a kind of mutual 
tradition), Sweden (because we're riding 
Huskys), and our own, 

‘Nobody paid much attention to us 
before because we didn’t have a Trophy 
team, but we'll be watched much more

I had about run out of questions about 
the trials and, with the arrival of more 
drinks the conversation became less 
stilted and bounced easily from topic to 
topic, Bud's daughter Suzie came out 
and sat with us for a while, very quietly.

the high points of the previous year. 

This year Mrs, Ekins was very much 
looking forward to the trials because it 
meant that she would get to see an old 
friend, Mrs, Eric Cheney, As they remin- 
isced, I began to put together a picture. 
Bud Ekins, businessman, stuntman, pro- 
moter of himself, successful, somewhat 
cynical, tough, the guy who had it made. 
No reason for him to ride the Six Days 
Trials, expecially athis own expense, But 
co-existing with thatguy was another one, 
the one who married Betty, grew up in 
the sport, loved it, loved machines, loved 
people and tried to put the U.S, on the 
motorcycling map. That picture helped 
to clear up some things, like how Bud 
could see crummy stuff that was done on 
the Bronson show and still have the per- 
spective to recognize something really 
good; how he could see all the politicking 
and chicanery that surrounds the Six Days 
Trials, look at it honestly, and still see 
enough good in it that he would continue to 
ride in it with a broken leg (whichhe did 
one year), 

I asked Bud how much of a factor luck 
was in the Six Days Trials. Bud didn't 
really believe in luck, ‘‘You usually make 
your luck,’’ he said, ‘‘Ilost my Gold one 
year when I took my gear box apart to 
free the selector. IfI’d known my machine 
as well as I should have, I’d have known 
that I could just tap the gearbox with a 
rock to free it. The last time, Steve 
McQueen didn’t finish because he crash- 
ed. But the real reason he was out was 
because he broke-a chain, It jammed and 
it took him ten minutes to repair it.’ 
(I winced, thinking of the chain I broke in 
a sandwash, It took me a fullhalfhour to 
fix it.) 

*"There's only two elements in the Six 

Days Trials," says Bud, ''the bike and 
the rider. We've got bikes as goodas any 
in the trials, Now the riders have got to 
learn the skills and discipline necessary 
to win and then go over there and apply 
it. And one other thing,” he said, the only 
time I felt myself really meeting those 
kind of pale blue eyes, ‘‘younever, never 
quit.’’ That’s not the businessman talk- 
ing, that’s the guy that loves motorcycles 
and wins gold medals, 
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«When telling a story, start with a word that begins with W,’ wrote my favorite 
humorist Robert Benchley. Well, what worth writing was witnessed recently? How 
about the way motorcycle parks are springing up in America? 

Since Saddleback started publicizing the pay-as-you-ride concept of land usage 
perhaps two dozen similar schemes have started in Georgia, Michigan, Ohio, North 
& South California and New York. It seems like a good deal for everyone, 

The landlord gets his taxes paid and if he's lucky, breaks even, while the bike 
buff gets maintained facilities to ride at, make noise and get it on, Fine as the 
theory is, it has encountered some rough going most places. What starts as a place 
catering to fun-riders soon finds: that most motorcycle families know lots of better 
places to ride for nothing so the parks soon come to rely on sporting promotions to 
fill their parking lots, Racetracks, they are, where the spectators are allowed to ride 
their motorcycles too. Recreation combined with entertainment equals show business 


on wheels, Everybody gets into the act, 


Now Bob Bailey has refined the idea further with his Cycleland, where semi-to- 
serious motocross practice is the game, with sideline attractions and convenience 


added to the offering. 


I rode my shiny old Beezer to Cycleland before it opened to have a look around, 
Nobody was there, it was deserted. Next to the rundown miniature golf course, a 
bombed-out looking streetcar, The neat motocross track was lined with new snow 
fence that rippled over the grassy greens of a bankrupt golf course. It may not have 
seemed like much to the golfers, but it looks like motorcycle heaven to me, I know 
I'd much rather putt around on a scooter than with a little ball. It's like your back 
yard would be if you were a fast rough riding buff and you had a million dollars (if 
you are reading this 10 years from now, make that two million dollars). 

Riding around the corner of Victoria and Figueroa to get a better view of the 
course I was startled to come upon ''Pet Haven Cemetery & Crematorium,” one of 
L.A,’s casual mindblowers right there on the corner of Bailey’s lot! Bemused by the 
inscriptions upon the final resting place of the earthly remains of pets, mascots, 
surrogate people lavishly sepulchered and flower bedecked, with today American 
flags, reminding me that it’s 4th of July in South L.A, Wow. 

I rode away home, past the lavish looking clubhouse, the paved parking lot, the 
giant sign in the sky that Ascot claimsit can’t afford that will soon say ** Cycleland,'* 
Bailey has it all together, we fervently hope.

Bike Riders’ Utopia

**How many acres!?’’ is the first startled 
commént most motorcycle enthusiasts 
ask aftering hearing of Challenger Hills 
Motorcycle Ranch located a few miles 


south of Salinas, California. 


‘Honest, man, Would I lie to you? I’m 
telling you, it covers 15,000 acres... 
1-5-0-0-0 acres of hills, gullies, open 
fields, jumps, roughs, everything." 

What now seems as the most startling 
motorcycle riding area in the West 
Coast first began several months ago 
when three young college students took 
the step beyond the talking stages and 


went into action. 


They leased a ranch and equipment 
and went on a 350-mile public relations 
campaign to gain support from shops, 
clubs and influential people, To control 
the area, they put it under the auspices 
of a ‘ private" club for cycle enthusiasts 


of every range of dirt bike, 


Needless to say, Mike Maring's com- 
ment ‘‘We are without equal in Northern 
California," has got to be one of the 
biggest understatements of the year. 

Along with Mike in the venture are 
David Tobkin and Chad Diso, ‘‘I guess 
you could call us cocky independent 
college students trying to make good,” 
says Mike. Each of the three will be 
sophomores at the University of Santa 
Clara in the fall so plans for operating 
the Ranch during the school week are 


still up in the air, 


“Our place -offers draws and creek- 
beds so full of chunky boulders that they 
are worthy of the best trail riders. But, 
continued Maring, ‘‘I guess you could 
call our specialty the hill climbs for the 


big bikes. 


“Our soil is good decomposed granite 
which turns tacky in the rainy season. 
There is also gently rolling pastures with 
great spectator visability where we might 
possibly set up a motocross track." 


What the three men lack in funds and 
help they make up with desire, hard 


work, and ideas, 


“We want to build this ranch into a 
family bike recreation area, good for 
all-day excursions. Clusters of oak offer 
shade for picnic and barbeque areas,’’ 
explains Maring, ‘‘We’re working on 


those now.’’ 


The ranch is open daily during the 
summer from 8 till 7 to club members 
but this is easily overcome, as anybody 
can join for $1, For such a large area, 
the admission is surprisingly low, After 
paying for the membership, the entrance 
fee is $1 for bikes under 125cc and $2 
for 125cc or over, All other spectators, 


family members, etc, are free, 


* Definitely in our plans for the future 
are areas for scrambles and enduros, 
and a ranch perimeter course of 12 
miles,” says the youthful Maring., 

Apparently, nothing is being left un- 
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covered, They are working closely with 
the Forestry Service and the Conserva- 
tion Association so that the land and 
vegetation will not be destroyed, ‘‘We’re 
concerned about erosion,’’ they explain, 
*so we will be closing areas off so that 
the vegetation will grow back,’’ 

It is a long range project the three 
college students have undertaken, and 
they really don't know what to expect. 

«During the school year,’’ say Tobkin, 
**we'll be at school during the week, On 
the weekend, however, we'll take turns 
coming down to open the place and run it, 

«If it really becomes a popular area; 
and I hope it does,” he adds, ‘‘we may 
have to hire someone to take over as 
director during the week so it can re- 


main open,” 


The ranch is located six miles east of 
Chualar, which is 10 miles south of 
Salinas. Chualar is a small town on US 
101, but, if everything goes right for 
Mike, Chad and Dave, it may soon be a 


big spot on bike riders' maps.

Lawwill was the National Point Champion 
in 1969 and tonight at Ascot Park he 
showed many of the reasons why.

Mulder still maintained the front posi- 
tion in the third lap with Baker second, 
But Gene Romero, who had been riding 
fourth on the rear wheel of Dave Aldana, 
took over third when the rookie was 
involved in a spill which dropped him to 
the back of the pack.

veteran Lawwill had slipped into fourth 
after passing two-time Ascot TT winner 
Skip Van Leeuwen, 

After building up a healthy lead, it 
.appeared as though Mulder was riding 
to the championship. Like in the past, 
however, his early big lead dwindled 
away slowly until Romero moved into 
first on the stretch run going into the 
12th lap. 

Further back, Lawwill was riding a 
slower race while attempting to move 
up. He had now moved to third, running 
hard behind Romero and second place 
Baker, 

Appearing to settle down, the first 
three racers continued to hold their 
places until Lawwill gained second on 
the 19th lap. He finally caught and 
passed Romero in the 28th lap and from 
then on the race was all Lawwill’s, as 
he opened the throttle and pushed further 
into the lead each lap, 

In going to his third National Cham- 
Pionship of the year, Lawwill finished 
well in front of second place Romeroand 
third place Baker. Dick Mann, winner of 
Castle Rock a week earlier, could only 
manage fourth but it took three riders 
dropping out to give it to him, 

The veteran of the AMA circuit was 
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inner, John Hateley.

Mann then took sixth 
place in the fifth lap by passing Bob 
Bailey. When Eddie Mulder pulled-out 
in the 19th lap, Mann took over fifth 
behind Van Leeuwen who dropped out in 
the 22nd lap allowing ‘‘Bugs’’ to grab 
fourth for the remainder of the 50-lapper. 

Of the original two dozen riders, only 
six of the finishers escaped being lapped 
by the victorious Lawwill whose victory 
points moved him above the 200 points 
Standing’s barrier to 205, 5 points shy 
of sixth place Yvon DuHamel and 12 
behind fifth place Don Castro's 21". 

Mann lengthened his advantage over 
second place Jim Rice (320) by upping 
his total to 357, For Rice, it was almost 
a replay of last week when the second- 
year Expert reached the finals only by 
winning the semis, In each case, Rice 
ultimately had to pull out of the Main 
with engine trouble caused by loss of oil, 

Eddie Mulder was the wire-to-wire 
winner of the first qualifying heat as 
Aldana and Tom Rockwood also main- 
tained second and third throughout. In 
the second heat, Van Leeuwen built up 
a big lead to win and Bob Bailey battled 
for second ahead of Lloyd Houchins, 
Mark Brelsford was involved in a wreck 














and had to retire for the rest of the 
night, as did Castro in the third heat 
when his throttle stuck wide open in the 
last turn of the second làp, Gene Romero 
took over the lead in the heat and was 
followed by Baker and Lawwill, 

Skip Van Leeuwen had jumped to an 
early lead in the Expert Main but a 
black flag caused a restart when Rock- 
wood got his foot stuck between the frame 
and shocks of his bike and resulted with 
a collision with Paul Bostrom. Both 
riders were able to compete in the re- 
start, however.

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I only the bike had a reverse, Then 
I'd back out of my starting position and 
hide in the trailer, When the race was 
over, l'd simply tell my husband that I 
had an acute attack of arare disease that 
only lasts fifteen minutes, Or, if I was 
pregnant, Then he couldn’t call me a 
coward, 

I looked down the line at the other 
riders — all men! It was inevitable that 
I wouldn’t live to race the three required 
motos today.

“My girdle is making me dizzy.” 

** Why in hell are you wearing a girdle?

*'Your kidney-belt was too loose on me, 
I had to put on a girdle to pull in what 
the kidney-belt couldn’t.’’

St. Christopher when I caught a glimpse 
of my reflection on the chrome gas tank, 
How will those guys know I’m a girl? I 
quickly pulled the strands of my hair 
down from under my helmet as a sign to 
the others I was a she, and to stay clear 
of me; But it wasn’t much of a consola- 
tion knowing a few of the male riders 
had hair down around their necks, 

Oooooooooh,..he's getting ready to 
drop the flag...here I go! Wow! What a 
start. I beat them all off the line! Stay in 
there bike.,..why is that guy frantically 
waving the black flag already? As I 
jammed on my brakes he ran over tome 
shaking his head and shouted angrily, 
“Get back in your starting position. 
Usually we disqualify a rider for jump- 
ing the line!’ : 

Gary couldn’t say my face was white 
now. 

I returned to my position. I wasn’t 
shaking now. Humilation somehow helps 
eliminate fear, I don't remember what 
happened on my second. start. I knew I 
was in motion sol followed the dust, When 
the air cleared, I found I was atthe first 
turn — inert, My bike puttered and quit. 
You would think David would remember 
that I would forget to turn my gas on, I 
flipped the lever, kicked the starter til 
I turned blue, and was off again, 

There's the sandwash, It doesn't look 
too bad, I' m used to sand, A bike whizzed 
past me. His rear tire spun sand in my 
face, blinding my view. I don't mind the 
suffociation; it’s just the idea of him 
speeding, I was traveling sideways. The 
only way I’ll make it now is to hit the 
pavement. or screw on training wheels, 
My bike gracefully laid over — on top of 
me. Two guys came dashing from behind 
the ropes, ‘‘Are you all right?" 

“Its nothing,” I replied, ‘Just ripped 
open the blister on my hand and bit my 
tongue.”

I didn't laugh. The comedian helped me 
on my bike. I fired it up and he gave me 
a little shove. ‘‘Get in there, Baby,’’ he - 
yelled, ‘‘show ‘em how to ride!’? More 
laughter. 

I tried not to concern myself with my 
bruised posterior or the hundreds of 
critical eyes watching me. With effort, I 
wholly concentrated on the terrain ahead, 
It took a lot of concentration— and time — 
for me to make two laps, 


I was panting as lapproached the mud- 
hole again, This time I'm going through 
it- not in it. I turned the throttle all the 





way down. Fishtailing most of the way, 
my bike then went up in a fantastic 
wheelie — without me. The spectators at 
the mudhole (who congregate there for 
sadistic reasons) cheered, I didn’t mind 
this spill. At least it was more specta- 
cular than the first. I slushed around in 
the mud, trying to recover my bike, When 
I had ít upright, I tried to kick it over, 
My boot was coated so thickly with mud 
it kept slipping off the lever.

loss on the bike, and it even seems to 
improve the low end a little, We have 
installed the ‘‘Sting-Out’’ on the Sherpa 
S 125, the Sherpa S 100, the American 
Eagle 125, and the Hodaka Super-Rat, We 
haven't tried it on a 250, because we 
don't own one, but the sound of a 250 
chamber isn't as sharp as that on the

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smaller bikes, so we don’t know what a 
250 would sound like with the Sting-Out 
installed, 

The modification consists of drilling 
many 3/16’’ holes in the existing cham- 
ber stinger. Steel-wool pads are wrapped 
around the stinger, and a piece of suit- 
able-diameter (we used 1-3/4’ i.d.) 
exhaust-pipe tubing is pushed over the 
Steel-wool, The forward end of the large 





Steel wool pads are wrapped around 
the "holy" stinger, and it is encased 
in suitably sized exhaust pipe. 


tubing is welded to the rear cone of the 
chamber, and the aft end is cut with tin- 
snips so that it can be bent down to the 
diameter of the stinger. We didn't even 
bother to weld it, The enclosed photos 
Show the installation on the Sherpa S 
100cc. 

The addition of the Sting-Out on all 
four bikes has required no re-jetting of 
the carburetor or any other adjustment 
to the tuning, In this day and age of non- 
riders getting up-tight at bike noise, it 
would seem that such a device would find 
wide useage, but most people I have 
shown it to don’t seem too interested, 

We don’t have anything to sell, or any 
axe to grind — I just would like fellow- 
riders to hear about this so they could 
give it a try. As I said before, I got to 
thinking about his mainly to eliminate 
my ringing ears, because anything which 
causes them to ring for 3 days can’t be 
doing them much good. 

I read a recent article in one of the 
magazines where some fellows muffleda 
Harley Baja 100, but their modifications 
required cutting on the critical chamber 
dimensions, which this device doesn’t,

DUARTE, CALIF,, July 16, 1970— The 
sound of the screaming B.S.A. and Tri- 
umph 3’s will be heard again this Sunday 
at the AMA Mile Track National to be 
held in Santa Rosa, California, 

These machines are originally road 
racers that are now being converted for 
mile track competition, This may atfirst 
thought seem strange because dirt track 
racing and road racing are so different, 
But surprisingly, as Lloyd Bulmer, tech- 
nical representative for B.S.A.-Triumph 
explained, not all that much has to be 
changed to make the bikes suitable for 
the dirt, 


The frames, specifically builtfor road 
racing, remain as they came from the 
factory. The front forks have been 
change, using components from both 
B.S.A, and Triumph, with the lower fork 
legs the same as those used on 1969 
Victors. The rake remains the same but 
the trail was altered slightly. A single 
disc brake is employed in the rear with 
no brake on the front; Both a foot lever, 
mounted on the right side, and a hand 
lever, mounted on the right handlebar, 
actuate the rear brake — the rider using 
whichever he feels most comfortable 
with. The complete bike will weigh

The engines are the same as they came 
from the factory for road racing. Car- 
buretion, piston, cam, and head work 
were about the only changes performed 
by the factory before they were sent to 
the U.S. for competition, When the en- 
gines first arrived one was put on the 
dynamometer, It recorded 83 bhp @ 8500 
rpm and all engines are said tobe equal 
in output, The bottom ends are stock! 
Transmissions were changed from five 
speeds, as used on the road racers, to 
four speeds since the extra speed wasn’t 
needed and a small saving in weight 
could be realized, 

Three B.S.A.s and three Triumphs are 
being prepared. Dave Aldana, Jim Rice 
and Dick Mann will be B.S,A, mounted, 
Gene Romero, Gary Nixon and Don 
Castro will be on Triumphs. Watch for 
them this Sunday if you can make it to 
Santa Rosa, and listen for that far 
out sound,

John DeSoto, native Hawaiian, is currently competing 
in the Viking Series against top European motocross 
riders. His goal is to be the top MX American racer. 
The past three performances show he may just make 


Torlief Hansen pulled into the pits first 
followed by Heikki Mikkola, They are, 
of course, Europeans and two of the best 
motocross riders in the world, The third 
man to finish would be unidentifiable if 
it were not for the 799 screwed to his 
CZ, He pulled into the pits, covered with 
heavy ash, and barely breathing after 
30 minutes out on the exceptionally 
dusty course at Graham Speedway in 
Puyallup, Washington, 

His father dampened a rag and pulled 
off the rider’s helmet and goggles. The 
rider began wiping the black dirt from 
his face. Soon he was cleaned up to a 
respectable degree and relaxing on a 
lounge chair, A small crowd of people 
peered at him in somewhat of an awe but 
kept their distance of 15 to 20 feet, They 
had heard of John DeSoto, and now they 
saw him after finishing third against 
Europeans. 

*T'd like to become the No. 1 moto- 
cross rider in America," the native 
Hawaiian says while sipping a colddrink 
to clear his.dry throat, “I think I can; 
I've been top American finisher in the 
first three of the Viking series,’ 

Two young boys each nudge the other 
to go first to ask for an autograph from 
the man who also does stunt riding for 
the tv series ‘‘Then Came Bronson’’ and 
a movie, ‘‘C.C, Ryder’’, 

“I first started riding at 7 on a 
Harley 61,’’ he reminiscences, ‘‘That’s 
when Dad (John Cobra DeSoto Sr,) was 
the Champion rider in Hawaii for 10 
years." 

**John told me he wanted to ride motor- 
cycles," his father adds, '*We didn't 
know what to say, but I guess we've been 
lucky — John’s done so well,’’ 

The DeSotos are a closely knit family 
which has helped the young racer great- 
ly. They attempt to see as many races as 
they can and Mama DeSoto, the perfect 
Stereotype of the large Hawaiian 
mothers, is a big hit with the other 
riders. 

The oldest of three children, John Jr. 
first started riding ‘‘for the fun of it, but 
now it's a full time job." This job is 
earning a good living for his family, He 
is presently organizing motorcross 
schools, two of which are scheduled to 
begin in the very near future at Bay 
Mare and in Phoenix, But, first he is out 
to complete the Viking Series, 

‘Can we have your autograph, sir?” 
says one of the two boys. John smiles 
and obliges; it’s nowpartof the routine... 
the routine of John DeSoto.

...Larry Watkins 


Larry Watkins is a somewhat unique teenager, But to see 
him wailing down the street or seated in a classroom you 
wouldn't believe it. He's not exceptionally tall for his age, 
nor is he the rare genius with an IQ above 200. But, he is 
unique in that he is a 13-year-old AMA motocross Expert. 

On weekends when boys of his age are usually on the 
ball field, Watkins is on a racing track: somewhere in 
District 37. Here, he is gaining the respectof adults other 
boys will not receive for another 10 years, 

He is small and not very strong, which is a difficult 
thing to contend with in motocross. But Larry makes up 
for it in ability, and, he admits, he's had a good teacher 
in John DeSoto, . 

“John has taught me a lot," he explains, ''but, there 
are lots of fast riders like at Bay Mare, There is Terry 
(2) Bilton who can’t lose because he knows the track." 
But, he still sticks in with *'the big boys". 

Watkins started on a Honda 50 before moving up to a 
Moto Beta and, later, to a Sachs 100. On the latter bike, he 
won his first MX, Soon, he moved up to a 360cc Maico and 
went after AMA motocross points. 

In April of this year, he turned Amateur and began 
learning from DeSoto, The lessons paid dividends and in 
months Larry turned Expert, 

At such an early age when most boys haven’t really 
begun to think about a career, Larry Watkins has already 
made up his mind regarding his future, It’s not surprising 
that he wants to be a professional motorcycle racer, “Pd 
like to be like Preston Petty and John DeSoto,’’ he visions. 
“You know, to ride motorcycles and get paid for it.” 

In addition to his daily riding schedule, he runs and 
swims to build up his endurance and strength, much of 
which will grow on his small frame in the next few years. 

Larry Watkins is indeed a unique boy of 13, He’s al- 
ready tasted the flavor of victory, something a great deal 
of people never experience. What makes him tick is that 
thrill, the thrill of one moment ‘‘when you come off a 
jump...winning.”’

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MASHBURN WINS ASCOT 


GARDENA, CALIF, July 17, 1970— First 
year Expert, Keith Mashburn, powered 
the first year Yamaha, 650 to its first 
major one-half mile victory Friday night 
before a S.R.O. crowd on hand to watch 
the Nation’s top Experts do battle for the 
$4000 purse, tonight beefed up for Ya- 
maha International’s ‘‘Yamaha Night.’’ 

“I was really confident,” Mashburn 
said after the race, “I told all of my 
relatives to skip the National (TT race 
at Ascot the following night) and come 
out Friday because I was going to win.’’ 

And win he did. Coming off the line and 
into the first corner, Mashburn was run- 
ning third behind Mert Lawwillin second 
place and the night's fast qualifier, Mel 
Lacher. But by the second lap, Lacher 
had been relegated to third, and Lawwill 
took over first, with the Yamaha factory 
rider, second, Gene Romero and Jim 
Odom were starting to work their way 
up through the pack, and Lawwill was 





holding, if not increasing, his lead. 

But on the fifth lap, it happened: Law- 
wills Harley-Davidson — as it has so 
many times this year — blew, and he 
coasted to a stop on the outside of the 
track, And that was just about all Mash- 
burn needed, Romero briefly moved into 
second, but Odom wasn't having any of 
it and quickly displaced him on the 
seventh lap and went after the speedy 
Mashburn. 

Don Castro, after a poor start, was 
moving his way through the pack, butthe 
real battle was in front between Mashburn 
and Odom. 


For eight laps, Odom chased Mashburn 
around the Ascot oval, very seldom more 
than a bike length behind, In the corners, 
Odom would close the gap and look as if 
he might pass. But in the straights the 20 
year old from Santa Susana would leave 
the frustrated Odom in the dust, 

And that's the way it ended Friday 
night: Mashburn first, Odom second, 
Lacher third and Castro fourth, Romero 
probably would have figured in the final 
results had not mechanical problems 
forced his retirement in the 11th lap. 

Mashburn totally credits his win tohis 
new tuner, one of the best known in the 
business, Shell Thuet. The owner of 
Shell’s Motors in Lynwood has apparent- 
ly created a masterpiece that was one of 
the, if not THE, most powerful machines 
on hand for the event (Unfortunately, 
Shell has not yet worked on Keith’s TT 
bike, which undoubtedly contributed to 
his poor showing at Saturday night’s 





National). 

Another highlight of the evening oc- 
curred in the second Expert heat race, 
when Dave Aldana, who had been given 
the third row for jumping the flag, was 
left at the starting line, when the starter 
failed to honor his raised hand, The crowd 
soundly booed the action from the start 
until well after the end of the race. 

Aldana, apparently ired by the start- 
er's action and his inability to transfer 
to the Main or the semi,came back strong 
in the trophy dash, with an impressive 
and spectacular win over his three rivals, 

A large rider turnout allowed only one

The First “Rebel” 
Full Cover Helmet 
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(The following is only a small portion of 
an article by John Gregory appearing in 
the Los Angeles Times, May 17, but it 
Serves as a good recap of what is occur- 
ring in the industry. It is refreshing to 
see something as objective as this.) 


In the last three years, government 
officials at all levels in the county have 
clamped down on cyclists using open, 
public land in such areas as Dana Point,

“The minority of riders who feel safety 
helmet laws should be passed claim that 
legislative opposition based on personal 
rights may be a cover-up for a rider’s 
displeasure in lugging around the head- 
gear and ruining his ‘‘free spirit, wind- 
blown hair’’ image. 

Safety-conscious motorcyclists, for 
this legislative session at least, will 
have to be content with a bill on helmet 
manufacturing standards described as 
“the only compromise package we can 
get through’? by Assemblyman Tom Hom 
(R-San Diego), whose helmet-wearing 
proposal failed last year. 

—Do state Motor Vehicle Department 
examinations—a requirement for riding 
on any street-adequately test whether the

any motorcycle, trail bike, dune buggy, 
motor scooter, or jeep) or the motor 
thereof on any place other thana highway 
So as to disturb the peace or quiet of 
any neighborhood or person by noise, 
dust, smoke or fumes caused by such 
motor vehicle.'" 

If strictly enforced, that ordinance 
alone could seemingly end citizen com- 
plaints about motorcycle operation for- 
ever, But deputies note that too strictan 
enforcement of the section might lead 
to its repeal. 

They say they use the section only in 
the most flagrant violations, It is also, 


they point out, a valuable basis on which . 


to discuss complaints with cyclists. 
Another Los Angeles County ordinance 
section is smore frequently used, parti- 








cipality strongly recommended against 
it. 

Noise, vehicle accident risks and land- 
Scape scars, caused by tire traks, are 
the chief detriments to motorcycle parks, 
officials say. 

“There is some accelerated erosion 
in the county where off-road motorcy- 
clists converge now," notes James: 
Whitehead, head of the Sn Clemente- 
based district of the State Parks and 
Recreation Department, 

Motorcyclists fare better than car 
motorists in many accident categories, 
A smaller percentage of cycles state- 
wide are involved in mishaps than autos, 
based on registration figures of all ve- 
hicle categories, The Highway Patrol 
says motorcycle rates actually dropped 
2% in 1967 and 1968, with last year’s 
figures still being tabulated, 


Yet it’s the higher risk of serious in- 


jury and death on motorcycles — about 
five fatalities occur each month in Or- 
ange County — that opens a floodgate of 
questions revolving around safety. 

—Are safety attachments on motor- 
cycles effective? 

Motorcyclists cite devices they feel 
are more cumbersome than beneficial: 
clear plastic windshiels that become 
cloudy from gravel scuff marks; rear 
view mirrors that jiggle from the mo- 
tor's vibrations; ''crash bar" pipes, 
theoretically preventing one's legs from 
being crushed when a cycle falls over 
that instead trap and twist the motor- 
cyclist's legs. 

—Are motorcycle insurance rates fair 
in comparison to automobile rates? 

Despite the equal damage liability they 
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“Rates are unrealistic on the larger 
ones,’’ says Santa Ana insurance agent 
George Hertel, ‘for these riders are 
usually better risks.’’ 

—Should the wearing of safety helmets 
be required by the state? 

Motorcyclists, industry officials and 
legislators have locked wheels for three 
years on whether there should be a state 
law. 

Forty-one other states have enacted 
such legislation, The National Highway 
Safety Bureau reports that states re- 
quiring drivers and passengers on mo- 
torcycles to wear protective headgear 
have a 30% decrease in accident deaths, 

Bills were introduced in Sacramento 
in 1968 and 1969 but died in the Assem- 
bly Transportation Committee after 
strong opposition by motorcyclists and 
some legislators who felt mandatory 
helmet protection infringes on the per- 
sonal rights of the riders. 

Bill Adams, head of the American 
Motorcycle’s Southern California dis- 
trict, voices the opinion of many cyclists: 

«Its essential that people wear hel- 
mets. But a state law would deny one’s 
freedom of choice.’’ 

Adds Ken Markham, Anaheim motor- 
cycle sales manager: ‘‘Any motorcyclist 
with common sense will wear one on the 
open road. But there shouldn't bea com- 


.pulsory law. It's the driver's neck, not 


the other fellow’s.’’ 

Gerry Maxwell, Highway Patrol infor- 
mation officer in Santa Ana doesn’t 
agree, ‘‘There are more people involved 
than the cyclist," he says. 

In Santa Ana recently, a motorist was 
determined by police to be at fault when 
her car stuck and killed an oncoming 
motorcyclist to whom he had failed to 
yield the right of way while turning left 
in an intersection, Manslaughter charges 
were pressed against her. 

But the coroner's preliminary report 
showed that the 18-year-old cyclist, not 
wearing a helmet, died of brain damage. 
Now the District Attorney's Office is 
studying whether manslaughter charges 
Should be dropped and the deceased cy- 
clist be chargedfor ''strong contributory 
negligence'' for failing to protect him- 
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driver can cope with problems on the 
highway? 

DMV tests consist of 10 written ques- 
tions and a “skill” test in which the 
applicant must gear up his machine for 
50 straight feet, make left and right 
turns around a small circle and, insome 
cases, execute a U-turn after driving a 
quarter of a block on the street, 
^ Some law enforcement officers and 
most motorcyclists feel the test ‘‘does 
little more than prove you can balance 
yourself on your bike," 

Edward T. O’Brien, manager of DMV’s 
Costa Mesa branch, says: 

“It would take considerably more state 
funds and manpower to set up tests de- 
termining whether motorcyclists — auto- 
mobile drivers, for that matter — are 
skilled enough "to manipulate in heavy 
traffic, at high speeds and in adverse 
weather, i 

—Should driver education be an integral 
part of high school curriculum, as auto- 
mobile training is? 

In Orange County, only three high 
Schools and one private firm provide 
driver's education for motorcyclists — 
only on weekends to volunteers, 

Many parents believe that full-time 
cycle education would tend less to fill a 
need — not that many high schoolers ride 
motorcycles — than it would to create a 
need by stimulating new business for a 
transportation made they consider dan- 
gerous, 


Ordinances

Probably the most stringent regulation 
pertaining to motorcycle operation in 
Los Angeles County is Section 7021 of 
County Traffic Ordinance 6544, 

The section states, ‘‘A person shall 
not operate any motor vehicle (including 
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cularly for warning and citation pur- 
poses, That section prohibits the opera- 
tion of any motor vehicle within 600 feet 
of a business or residence unless the 
vehicle is on a designated road, It also 
prohitibits the operation of motor ve- 
hicles on private property unless the 
operator has written permission from 
the owner, 

The trespassing provision of the afore- 
mentioned section is more difficult to 
enforce in the Antelope Valley than it is 
in a metropolitan area; 

Vast areas of unoccupied desert re- 
main open to the cyclists, despite the fact 
that those areas are split up into pri- 
vate holdings, 

As a general rule, motorcyclists are 
allowed to ride on private acreage here 
so long as the areas are not fenced or 
posted, 

But most of the complaints reportedly 
come from residents on the outskirts of 
Valley communities, According to de- 
puties, most local dirt bike riders head 
for remote areas, but cycling visitors 
from metropolitan areas look upon the 
whole high desert as one vast motorcycle 
track to be ridden at will. 

In addition to the county ordinances 
there are state and federalcode sections 
pertaining to vehicle operations inforest 
and watershed areas, Those sections re- 
quire spark arresters on motorcycles 
and dune buggies and also provide for 
the closure of certain properties subject 
to a fire hazard, 

Enforcement of the codeand ordinance 
sections is another matter though. De- 
puties point out that most violations are 
misdemeanors, 
arrest or to cite a violator the deputy 
must witness the violation while it is in 
progress, The only other alternative is 
for the complaining citizrn to make a 
citizen’s arrest and somehow keep the 
violator on hand until deputies arrive. 

Deputies say that as a rule warnings 
are issued to most cyclists on first 
complaints, In most cases, they add, a 
rider may not know that he is in violation 
of the law and a simple warning will 
keep the rider from doing the same 
thing again,
